ties for violation. 

“I have-been authorized by the 
board to set up a public hearing 
panel for cOmpulsory arbitration 
of the dispute in the event of a 
work stoppage,” Julian said. But 
he expressed the opinion this will 
not prove _necess-ry. Julian said 
he thou company and union 
would work out a settlement of 
their own. 

The union has taken the posi- 
tion that, because of the inter- 
state nature of Southwestern’s op- 
erations, the dispute is not sub- 
ject to the King-Thompson Act, 
but mediation board insists the 
law would apply to company em- 
ployes in Missouri. 

A union spokesman last Friday 
said: “If the Missouri law were in- 
voked, we probablv would obey it.”

On wages, the company and the 
union are 8.3 cents an hour apart. 
The company has offered increases 
averaging 6.7 cents an hour; the 
union offered to settle for raises 
averaging 15 cents.

They ranged from a 
duplicate of George Washington's 
old desk to a portable television 
set. 
| The President explained that the 
|desk was made and presented to 
him by workers in the White 
| House carpentry shop, is a dupli- 


cate of the one used by Washing- 


ton at his first inauguration. It 
is made of pine timber that went 
into the White House in 1790 and 


scorching it received when the 
British burned the White House 
in 1814. 

This particular timber was re- 
moved in 1927 when President 
Coolidge ordered repairs to the 
White House roof. 

Mahogany facings on the desk 
came from wood removed from a 
window sash which was taken out 
of the second floor of the White

NEW EVIDENCE SAID 
TO INDICATE THERE’S 
PLANT LIFE ON MARS 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20 (UP)—Prof. 
Gerard P. Kuiper, director of 
Yerkes Observatory, said yester- 
that new astronomical evidence in- 
dicates the presence of plant life 
on Mars. He said the plant life 
was a low form and appeared as 
green spots which change color 
with the seasons.

The five were not named. The 
invesigators had submitted a list 
of eight witnesses to the Depart- 
ment of Justice they wanted to 
hear in their Communist spy in- 
vestigation. The Department of 
Justice said that all but one, 
Miss Elizabeth T. Bentley, were 
essential to their case. 

Among the eight witnesses was 
the name of Whittaker Chambers, 
former Communist who has 
charged that Hiss gave him Gov- 
ernment secrets while Hiss was 
a State Department official. It 
was not disclosed whether he was 
among the five who will not be 
questioned. 

Five Believed Involved. 

Presumably the five witnesses 
who will be passed up are Donald 
Hiss, brother of Alger; Mrs. Alger 
Hiss; Chambers, William Ward 
Pigman, former Bureau of Stand- 
ards employe, and Henry Julian 
Wadleigh, former State Depart- 
ment employe. 

The agreement was reached at 
a conference between acting 
Chairman Karl E. Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota, of the House Com- 
mittee on un-American Activities 
and Assistant Attorney General 
Alex M. Campbell. 

Miss Bentley, who will be heard 
fin executive session some time in 
the future in New York, is a self- 


' confessed courier for two alleged 


wartime Communist spy rings. 

Two other of the eight witnesses 
will be “interviewed” hy individual 
committee members, Mundt said. 
But he stfessed that their testi- 
mony will be withheld from publi- 
cation and used for the informa- 
tion of the investigators only. 

‘ Dismissals Cited. 

Meanwhile, the House investi- 
gators pointed to recent State De- 
partment dismissals as evidence 
that a “fifth column” of Com- 
munist spies is still menacing the 
Government. 

Mundt said 17 State Depart- 
ment employes have been dis- 
missed as “security risks” in the 
last five months. Security dis- 
missals since Jan. 1, 1947, he 
added, number 151, and 01 of them 
“might” be classified as of acute 
significance.” 

Mundt said the figures on State 
Department dismissals, were ob-. 
tained by ‘two commit ee investi- 
gators assigned to determine the 
extent of current Communist 
espionage in the Government. 

“In virtually all of the (91) cases 
of acute and immediate signifi- 
cance, it was relationships or sym- 
pathies with Communist groups 
in this country that brought about 
the ee of employment,” 
he said 

Mundt attributed recent “for- 
eign policy fiascos and the re- 
sulting chaotic conditions” in 
Asia and Europe to “Soviet-sup- 
porting recommendations, propo- 
sals and treachery of State De- 
partment personalities.” 

He did not rule out the possi- 
bility that official secrets might 
have leaked out of government of- 
fices through “charwomen and 
custodians who take the waste- 
baskets down the hall.” 

Mundt said that aside from 
the armed services and the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, the 
State Department is doing the 
“best job” among the executive 
agencies in pushing investigations 
of its workers. 

Two Other WitnesSes. 

Mundt said the committee also 
wants to hear two witnesses whom 
he would identify only as: 

1. Franklin Victor Reno — a 
man who “should be able to shed 
some light” on the alleged leak- 
age Of Norden bombsight secrets 
from the Army proving grounds 
at Aberdeen, Md., to a Commu- 
nist agent in 1937 and 1938. 

2. Hedda Gompers—a woman 
who “should be able to shed 
some light” on Communist ac- 
tivities in Washington 10 years 
ago. It was learned that Hedda 
Gompers testified before a closed 
committee session early this 
year. She is a former Govern- 
ment employe.

gressional “watchdog” committee 
on the Taft-Hartley law decided 
today to urge the new Democratic 
Congress to make about nine 
changes in the act. Six were de- 
scribed as “fairly important.” 

Senator Ball (Rep.), Minnésota, 
chairman of the Senhate-House 
group announced the: committee’s 
action: after a three-hour closed 
meeting. 

Ball, defeated in his bid for re- 
election to the Senate, told re- 
porters the proposed changes were 
approved by seven Republican 
and one Democratic member of 
the committee who attended. One 
Republican and five Democrats 
were absent. 

The Democratic platform calls 
for repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
law, President Truman also has 
urged repeal.: : 

Ball declined to go into detail 
about the changes the committee 
majority has in mind, but he said 
they deal generally, among other 
things, with: 

1. A provision requiring an 
election to authorize a union 
shop. Under a union shop, worke- 
ers are required to join the 
union shortly after they are 
hired. 

2. The section setting up ma- 
chinery to deal with “national 
emergency” strikes. 

3. The provision covering mass 
picketing, The act forbids it, but 
there has been some confusion 
as to what constitutes mass 
picketing. 

4. The jurisdiction of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board. 
The matter at issue is the extent 
of the board’s authority in par- 
ticular industries. 

(The United Press said one of 
the changes the committee would 
recommend would require employ- 
ers as well:as union leaders to 
sign anti-Communist affidavits.)

man, all of whom live at 610 West 
Polo drive, Clayton. Milton Hart- 
man is named individually and as

Hartman Corp., formerly the Hun- 
ter Hartman Corp., also was made 
a defendant. 
| In his petition, Lauchli charged 
that all the things done or caused 
to be done by the defendants were 
done in furtherance of a con- 
spiracy “to defend, delay and 
hinder the creditors of the bank- 
rupt corporation.” He further 
charged the acts and transactions 
constituted a misappropriation of 
funds by Milton Hartman while 
acting as an officer and fiduciary 
of the be.krupt. 
| During previous bankruptcy

Hartman disclosed that he and 
members of his family were paid 
$268,000 by the corporation, in 
some cases for purely nominal 
| services, mn the years from 1944 
to 1947. He also testified the cor- 
poration had paid out $341,140 in 
three years to a family partner- 
ship firm for supplies and scien- 
tific research although the firm 
had no scientists or engineers on 
its payroll. 

When the Hartman corporation 
was brought into federal court last 
December on a petition by its 
creditors, its assets were listed as 
$819,387 and liabilities as $718,344, 
including taxes of $20,936. Since 
then, tax liens totaling $719,199 
have been filed against the com- 
pany by the Collector of Internal 
Revenue.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20° (AP)— 
An official report. ‘of rich profits 
from exports obtained by “fraud, 
forgery and other illicit devices” 
went to the Senate yesterday from

“Because theré it no way to 
check, it is impossible to say how 
many millions of dollars worth of 
products were illegally shipped 
from the United States,” the 
group reported and added: 

“The stakes were fabulous.”

LTHOUGH the Central Intelligence Agency with its superior 
information caused rejection of an unwarranted recommendation 
for mobilization of our military force last spring, the National 


Security “task force” committee’ of the Hoover Commission on Or- 
ganization of the Executive Branch of the Government found “dis- 
turbing inadequacies in our intelligence system.” 

The task force, headed by Ferdinand Eberstadt of New York, 
former chairman of the Army-Navy Munitions Foard, said these 
| inadequacies were primarily in the field of scientific and medical 
intelligence and recommended that the CIA and the Research and 
Development Board establish a capable unit to collect and evaluate 
reliable and up-to-date information in these vital fieids. — 


The committee also recommend- 
ed that the CIA itself establish at 
its top level “an evaluation board 


or section composed of competent 
and experienced personnel who 
would have no administrative re- 
sponsibilities and whose duties 
would be confined soley to intel- 
ligence evaluation.” 

It also said that positive efforts 
should be made to foster mutual 
relations of confidence between 
CIA and the several departments 
and agencies that it serves. 

Successor to OSS. 

The CIA is a highly confidential 
organization of the National Se- 
curity Council, the group headed 
by the President for making high- 
est policy on international and 
military matters. It is the succes- 
sor to the wartime Office of Stra- 
tégic Services, and its adminstra- 
tér is R. Adm. Roscoe H. Hillen- 
koetter of St. Louis. 

“Intelligence, the Eberstadt 
report said, “is the first line of 
defense in the atomic age. Rec- 
-ognition of its pre-eminent role 
in defense planning was given 
in the National Security Act by 
creation of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency directly under the 
National Security Council to co- 
ordinate intelligence activities of 
the Government and to collect, 
correlate and evaluate intelli- 
gence.

. For a Strong Hand in China 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Recently you editorialized on the pros- 
pective fall of Chiang Kai-shek jn China. 
I get the very strong impression that the 
prospect is pleasing to you. To me it 
is most tragic and depressing. 

Just what we ought to do with China, 
al} things considered, is certainly beyond 
me, and I think it probably is beyond 
our Government to make intelligent de- 
cisions. There are a few considerations, 
oh of which we ought not lose 

rack. 


As regards Chiang Kai-shek, it is not 
a theory but a hard fact that confronts 
us. The alternative to Chiang is Com- 
munism for. China. We have no choice 
in the matter at this time. Theréfore, I 
don’t see how we can afford to do any- 
thing other than string along with Chiang 
Kaj-shek, The possibilities and implica- 
tions contained in a Communist victory 
in China are too terrible to contemplate. 

To force the Nationalist Government 
to accept the Communists into a coali- 
tion government would be a Chinese 


~ 


Munich. 


During the war Chiang was criticized 
by President Roosevelt as well as Gen. 
Stilwell and others for not prosecuting 
the war against Japan more vigorously. 
They felt he was more interested in 
fighting the Communists than he was 
the Japanese. In the light of history 
who was right? Japan as a military 
power lies crumbled inte the dust but 
the Communists are over-running China 
and threaten to take entire contro] of 
that land. Chiang undoubtedly has his 
weaknesses but his attitude toward Com- 
munism is not one of them. 

What are we going to do about it at 
this late date? At the moment it ap- 
pears that nothing short of military in- 
tervention can avail, and such a pro- 
gram carries great possibilities and 
peril. It is possible, I think, that if a 
strong military man like Gen. MacAr-

Would it be desirable to have 48 committees

The answer is No. A raft of state commit-

Then it would provide a penalty of a year in 
jail and a.$500 fine for persons, who in speeches 
at public meetings, “seek to incite riot and prej-

Other provisions weuld make more stringent 
the present law requiring a loyalty affidavit 
by public employes and authorize fines and jail 
terms for officers of organizations having a 
secret oath and which support candidates for 
public office, for failure to report membership 
lists and meetings. A fifth proposal is to bar 
school books containing “subversive matter.” 

Some of these proposals are worse than 
others, but all of them are bad. The case 
against outlawing the Communist party has been 
made so often that everyone should know it -by 
memory now. There is much more danger in 
driving such a dissident group underground than 
in permitting it to hold meetings and invite the 
handful of yotes which it receives. 

A statute which undertook to forbid remarks 
which produced prejudices “against persons or 
social classes of our citizens’ would be the 
height of folly. Who would determine whether 
a remark represented prejudice or honest criti- 
cism?

The barring of schoo] books which contain 
subversive matter is equally foolish, Why does 
there need ta be a law about that?

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For Better Medicine in Missouri 

The establishment of a full, four-year medical 
school by the University of Missouri would go 
a long way toward providing better care for the 
people of the state. Good care, after all, is pri- 
marily a matter of having enough doctors. And 
Missouri, partieularly rural Missouri, does not 
now have enough. 

The state stands eleventh from the top so far 
as Blue Cross enfolilment is concerned. This 
is a rough sert of test, but there is not much 
satisfaction in it since only 26.3 per cent of the 
population is covered. Further, these Blue Cross 
beneficiaries are to be found for the most part 
in St. Louis and the other cities which have 
fairly extensive medical facilities. Where the 
facilities exist, the doctors tend to concentrate. 

Certainly, it would not help very much to en- 
roll more Missourians in any kind of health 
plan, voluntary or compulsory, unless more doc- 
tors are trained. This goes, too, for the whole 
nation, The United States had 83 more mefii- 
cal seheols in 1905 than it has now. Granted 
‘that diploma mills had to be closed and that 
standards hag to be raised over what they were 
‘at the turn of the century, this still ig. a dis- 


The population of the United States at the 
turn of the century was 75,994,575.

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Good Start for MVA in 1949 

The Missouri Valley’s renewed campaign for 
an MVA in the Eighty-first Congress got off to 
a good start at Omaha. : 

As the Regional Committee for MVA took 
note, an impressive demand has grown up in 
the region. Election of men like Senator Mur- 
ray of Montana and Senator-elect Humphrey of 
Support by 
labor unions, educators, business men, church- 
men and students is another. 

More and more people in the Missouri Valley 
are realizing that the wasteful and extravagant 
Pick-Sloan plan is unlikely ever to be completed, 
as one of its authors, W. G. Sloan of the Recla- 


mation Bureau, now admits. 

More and more are realizing that the Pick- 
Sloan plan is really two conflicting plans joined 
together, each contemplating the use of all or 
most of the water in the Missouri River. 

This abortive “plan” is really no plan at all, 
but an ill-assorted compromise to which addi- 
tions are being hastily improvised as construc- 
tion goes along. The Regional Committee for 
MVA is absolutely right in saying that if per- 
mitted to continue, the Pick-Sloan bungle would 
“dim out the valley’s future.” 

In giving MVA the new and more accurate 
name of Missouri Valley Administration, the Re- 
gional Committee and Senator Murray, who will 
introduce a new MVA bill in the new Congress, 
did wisely. While it is perhaps a minor matter, 
the word “administration” better describes the 
purpose of the agency, which is to provide Mis- 
souri Valley development with a single agency 
of administration instead of a number of agen- 
cies with conflicting interests. 

From the evidence which the Regional Com- 
mittee offers, the Eighty-first Congress owes 
Senator Murray’s MVA bill an informed hear- 
ing. This it has not received from the Seventy- 
ninth or Eightieth Congress. In those bodies, 
it was made a political football, subjected to, the 
venom and blind rancor of its enemies, and 
never really deliberated upon at all. 

The new Congress owes it to the people of 
the Missouri Valley to put to work on the Mur- 
ray bill a committee which is willing and able 
to get out the facts and to form its judgment 
on the weight of the facts. It owes it to the 
people of this valley further to send a commit- 
tee to the region itself and conduct hearings to 
learn what the people want and how good are 
the reasons why they want it. 

If the new Congress will discharge these clear 
duties, we are confident that its decision will 
be to enact a Missouri Valley Administration, 
which will stop the present waste of natural. 
resources and public funds, and set our great 
region on the straight road to its future. 
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An “E” Just for Effort 


You can't help giving some of the G.O.P. mas- 
ter minds an “E” for effort. They lost the elec- 
tion, but they don't seem to be too discouraged 
about that. It just means that they will have 
te be more resourceful to have their way in 
Congress. .So they have thought up a dandy. 

A few of them have warned the Democrats 
not to start anything new when they organize 
the eighty-first session. Tradition must be fte- 
spected; and tradition includes the seniority 
rule. Even though they have the right to do so, 
let the Democrats not think about bumping some 
old-timer out of a committee chairmanship. 

Many of these old-timers, of course, are 
Southern Bourbons. They are men who might 
be much more ready to make common cause 
with a Republican opposition than with the men 
who really won a mandate from the voters. 
Given a G.O.P. minority and a few Bourbons, 
including the chairman, on a committee, and the 
real majority might find itself out-voted, Then 
the Eighty-first Congress would not be so very 
different from the Kightleth. And due defer- 
ence would have ‘been paid to tradition. 

Yes, the idea is worth that “E” for effort; 
but if the Democrats fall for it, they certainly 
will flunk the course.

Quebec’s Nationalist Upsurge

National Union party's victory in election regarded as threat to 
U.S.-Canadian foreign policies, writer says; may have upset defense 
plans, he asserts; leaders hope to set up autonomous state; Liberals 
count on Quebec's deep-rooted allegiance to stave off disaster.

On the eve of the important Quebec 
elections, Premier Maurice Duplessis 
climbed a campaign rostrum, glowered at 
his thousand-strong French-Canadian audi- 
ence, and bellowed: “The Federa] Govern- 
ment hag been invading our province and 
using our resources to kow-tow to foreign- 
ers.” 

To his highly isolationist supporters, 
“foreigners” meant the United States, With 
that kind of campaign oratory, the heavy- 
set, aggressive lead- 
er of Quebec’s Union 
Nationale harged 
confidently through 
the elections. His 
party royted Macken- 
zie King’s Liberal 
party to pick off 82 
out of the 92 seats 
in the Legislature. 

“Maurice has been 
driving around with 
a police motorcycle 
escort and sirens,” Premier Duplessis 
said a Duplessis foe after the returns came 
in. “Now I suppose he will order oyt the 
elite guard.” Few Canadians share that 
precise fear, but the Premier’s overwhelm- 
ing victory has generated apprehension in 
top government cireles on both sides of 
the United States-Canadian border. 
Washington Seems Worried 

It’s an epen secret that the Union Na- 

tionale’s ene great hope is te break bec 
away completely from Canadian domina- 
tion and, calling home a sizable group of 
New England’s French-Canadians, estab- 
lish an autonomous nation of 5,000,000. And 
Union Nationale leaders insist they won't 
permit Quebec to be dragged into another 
war. 
“We must inflame our people's national- 
ism,” they say, pointing out that already 
they have adopted an independent, provin- 
cia] flag, the fleur-de-lis. “The next step to 
command complete independence as a na- 
tion is not far off.” 

That the election has rocked the North 
American defense applecart-—if it didn’t 
actually upset it—is a more closely guarded 
secret. But it’s known that two weeks 
after Duplessis’ huge victory, United States 
Defense Secretary Forrestal] flew north to 
a meeting with Brooke Claxten, Canada’s 
Minister of Defense. Observers in the Ot- 
tawa capital call the timing of Forrestal’s 
visit certain evidence of Washington’s con- 
cern over Canadian affairs, The country's 
domestic situation has become explosive, 
they say, and is threatening American as 
well as Canadian foreign policies, 


past two elections, it won control of the 
prairie province of Saskatchewan—making 
an important cut in the power ef the lib- 
erals who have held the reins of govern- 
ment in Canada for the past 18 years con- 
secutively.

St. Laurent veiced the feelings of his 
compatriots when he said in a private in- 
terview, “French Canadians may vote 
against us in @ provincial election. But 
that has no bearing on the way they will 
vote in a federal election.” 

The first Fren Prime Minis- 
ter since Sir Wilfrid held office at 
the turn of the century, St. Laurent, along 
with fellow Liberal party leaders, is bank- 
ing on his heritage to bring in sufficient 
Quebec votes in the next national election.

With Big Law Firms. 


Hiss had typified what is ordi- 
narily meant by the phrase New 
Dealer. Out of Harvard law school 
one of the top two or three men 
in his class, he became law clerk 
to the late Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. That was the accolade 
of the liberal young man out of 
Harvard, to be taken under the 
wing of the great Holmes, who 
was then, in 1930, nearing the end 
of his career. 


For three depression years, Hiss 
was with one of the big law firms 
in New York. Then with the be- 
ginning of the Roosevelt Admin- 
istration he came to Washington 
and from that time served with 
one Government, agency or an- 
other. 


This brilliant and attractive 
young man, who might very easily 
have been making $25,000 or $50,- 
000 a year with one of the large 
firms of corporation lawyers, was 
devoting himself to the public 
good. That was how most of his 
friends and associates saw him 
and how they have continued to 
see him even after his testimony 
last summer faltered on the ques- 


tion of his relationship with Whit- 
taker Chambers. 

They received the news of his 
indictment with shock and dismay 
and genuine grief. That is the oth- 
er perspective from which 
drama can be viewed. 


Betrayal of an Ideal.

"HE HEIRESS’ FNELY 
ACTED AT AMER 


Basil Rathbone Heads Cast of 
Absorbing Drama, From 
Henry James Novel.

Perhaps as drama; “The 
Heiress,” the play by Ruth and 
Augustus Goetz which opened a 
week’s run at the American 


Theater last night, would not 
stand too searching critical analy- 
isp But it has been intelligently 
and absorbingly put together, has 
had keen and perceptive direction 
by Jed Harris, and is embellished 
by a remarkably competent en- 
semble acting job. Altogether, it 
ranked as highly satisfying the- 
atrical fare justifying its year’s 
run on Broadway, and seemed 
thoroughly to please the fair-sized 
opening night audience. 

The play is an adaptation of 
Henry James’s novel “Washing- 
ton Square,” the story of a simple 
plain, dull and painfully shy young 
woman, who is regarded with 
private contempt by her brilliant 
ather, a fashionable physician in 
New York at the time of the 
story’s start, 1850. She had dis- 
appointed him deeply because she 
has failed to replace in his estima- 
tion and affections her mother, a 
beautiful, gay and talented woman 
who died in child-birth. A polished 
suitor easily dazzles her, over her 
father’s outspoken opposition, but 
turns out to be a fortune-hunter 
interested only in her legacy of 
$30,000 a year. The shock of dis- 
covering her father’s dislike and 
of being jilted by the suitor when 
the father: threatened to disinherit 
her condemn her to a life of a 
bitter old maid. 

James wrote about these people 
with dry, meticulous irony. He 
never let his story get emotional 
and eschewed any dramatic cli- 
maxes. He had the girl get her 
revenge 25 years later by finally 
turning down the suitor, fat and 
balding, in a rather morose anti- 
climax. The Gotzes have kept this 
ironic approach for most of the 
first half. But in the remainder 
of the drama they have been 
forced to resort to theatrical con- 
trivances, excited and emotional 
scenes, coming quickly to a boil. 
Although something of this sort 
was dramatically necessary, 
introduces the stagy note, getting 
away from the very detachment 
which: gave the work its original 
quality.

Lost working time is the mést 
valuable means of comparison: 

In 1947 the idleness in plants 
where work stoppages occurred 
was 34,559,000 man-days. 

Slightly Less This Year. 

In 1948 it seemed likely to run 
in the neighborhood of 33,000,000 
man-days. 

The record year was 1946, with 
116,000,000. During the 10 years 
preceding the war, the largest 
strike idleness was 28,490,000 man- 
days in 1937. 

As usual, various interpretations 
will be placed on this year’s sta- 
tistics. 

Opponents of the Taft-Hartley 
Act are saying that the similarity 
between 1947 and 1948 proves that 
this law has failed to eliminate 
industrial warfare or materially 
reduce it. They say that some 
strikes have actually been caused 
by the lar’. 

Supporters of the Taft-Hartley 
Act say that while it hasn’t re-| 
duced al]) strikes, it has greatly 
reduced certain kinds of strikes, | 
such as jurisdictional strikes, sec- | 
ondary boycotts, and wildcat 
strikes (unauthorized by a union). 
They say that the only strikes | 
which grew out of the law were | 
illegal strikes by which unions | 
sought to keep various arrange- | 
ments*that the law barred. | 

Difference in Strike Patterns. | 

Although the strike totals for | 
1947 and 1948 will prove to be | 
very nearly alike, the. strike pat- 
tern for the two years differed. 

The year 1947 was dominated by | 
one very large strike, the tele-| 
phone strike, in which about 10,- | 
000,000 man-days were lost. There 
were also a number of middle- 
sized strikes which didn’t excite 
he public much. There was no 

ig coal] strike. 

But in 1048 there were half a 
dozen dramatic strikes that got 
a lot of attention. 

The largest was the soft-coal 
strike over pensions in March and 
April, with about 325,000 miners | 
idle. 

Others were the CIO packing- 
house strike, in which 85,000 were 
idle and three persons were killed 
in picket line violence; the Chrys- 
ler strike with 45,000 out; 
three-month strike of 28,000 CIO | 
longshoremen and seamen on the | 
West coast; the strike of 45,000 | 
AFL longshoremen on the East | 
coast, and the brief strike in “cap- | 
tive” coal mines (owned by steel | 
companies) in July. 

More Picket Line Violence, | 
Picket line violence appears to 
have increased somewhat this | 
year, though accurate figures are 

lacking.

Record Number of Deer Killed  /"#tuahhianeinasmancas 
In Ohio; Total May Top 1500 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 20 (AP)—Game wardens in 13 northeastern 
Ohio counties today totaled up a record deer hunting season kill 


which may exceed 1500. 


The six-day season ended Sat- 
urday afternoon, but reports by 
the hunters will continue coming 
in all this week. survey cover- 
ing only eight of the 13 counties 
showed 1200 deer shot—as many 
as went down, during the 1947 
season when only eight counties 
were open to the nimrods. 

State conservation commission 
spokesmen said about 20,000 hunt- 
ers were out with shotguns (and | 


a few with bows and arrows) last | 


weck in pursuit of a deer popula- | 
tion estimated at about 5000. That , 
the 5000 figure is conservative, is | 
indicated by the fact that auto- 
mobiles killed 220 deer in the 
area this year before the hunters 
had a chance. 

Two, days of fog and two More 
of rain cut down the kill this 
year. 

“We might not have a deer left, 
if this snow had fallen last week,” 
said Game Warden R. Neil. Mat- 
tern of Harrison county where 
75 to 100 of the animals were 
taken. 

The kill in other counties, com- 
pared with 1947, included: 

Trumbull 450 (about 350 in 
1947); Columbiana 73 (86); Lake 
100 (100); Tuscarawas 175-200 (no 
hunting in that county last year); 
Ashtabula 250 (350); Portage 40 
(50); Geauga 30 (60). 

As in Qhio’s three previous 
deer seasons, no accidental injur- 
ies were reported by game war- 
dens. And arrests for game vio- 
lations were at a minimum. 

Biggest bucks brought down 
were a 420-pound, 16-pointer | 
which Paul R. Cox of Kensing- 
ton, O., shot near Dungannon in 
Columbiana county, and an 18- 
point buck over 300 pounds which

Johnson started his career as 
an express-wagon boy, but. ghowed 
so deft a hand with a pair of dice 
that he soon had enough money 
to buy a eontrolling interest in 


the Lawndale dog track. He 
quickly expanded into the gam- 
bling-house business and by the 
late twenties was Chicago’s big- 
gest operator. He was inordinately 
proud of the school he ran to 
teach young croupiers the rudi- 
ments of their trade. Normally 
Johnson was the urbane gambling

unlikely event that the guest's 
luck remained good, Johnson 
would assign the winner a couple 
of bodyguards to see him safely 
home. Johnson maintained a fleet 
of limousines to pick up his richer 
clients and a fleet of busses for 
the peasantry. 
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VIDENTLY jJonnson was a 

great fan of ours because he 

went to extraordinary lengths 
to make tracing his income diffi- 
cult. He had what amounted to 
his own private bank for handling 
the huge amounts of cash his joints 
needed and he paid large taxes 
even in the years for which he 
was convicted. He was, however, 
addicted to handsome estates and 
dummy. owners for his gambling 
dives. So it was the old story of 
proving the defendant spent it 
and therefore he must have it and 
should pay taxes on it. It took 
more than 150 witnesses to prove 
that and that Big Bill tried to cut 
down his tax bill by claiming his 
stooges were owners of the places 
in which they worked. 

Skidmore was by no. means 
Johnson’s stooge but he found 
himself embarrassed by Johnson’s 
insistence that Billy was his part- 
ner in many of the 23 jaints. It 
didn’t appear to be the case except 
in one instance. In any event, it 
brought the famed Johnson-Skid- 
more friendship to a dismal close. 

With the exception of Johnson, 
Skidmore’s biggest customer was 
a Mississippi-born Negro who 
never wore the same suit twice, 
lived in oriental splendor, and had 
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a credit rating of $1,000,000 with 
the Chicago banks. His name was 
Edward P. Jones and he was the 
son of a Baptist minister who 
brought his family north to Chi- 
cago and died shortly thereafter. 
The Widow Jones was left with 
Edward and two brothers, George 
and McKissack, and $16,000. The 
Widow Jones used some of the 
money to set Edward up as a cab 
driver. He brought his two broth- 
ers into the business and then 
left it to become a club-car at- 
tendant on the Twentieth Century 
Limited, and in time all three of 
the Jones boys were working for 
the New York Central Railroad. 

Edward drifted into the policy 
or “numbers” game. He started 
at the bottom taking slips, and 
when he had learned the business 
his mother advanced him $15,000 
and he started a wheel of his own. 
Policy is played differently in 
every city and in Chicago the cus- 
tom was to spin a drum and with- 
draw three numbered balls from 
it to get the winning combina- 
tion. 

Edward a shrewd business man 
in a cruel racket which takes 
money from the most poverty- 
ridden people. The daily play in 
the Jones bank in the early 
thirties varied between $10,000 and 


Jones was known correctly as the 


city’s “Policy King.” He had 
achieved his pre-eminence in his 
chosen field by introducing a 
revolutionary bit of business 
ethics into his ancient swindle. 
He paid off. In the miraculous 
event that you won against the 
Jones combine, you would be sure 
of your money. 

The Jones boys claimed an 
evenly divided three-way partner- 
ship in their tax returns. Their 
penchant for new suits daily, 
lavish city and country homes, 
winters in Cannes, and other ex- 
pensive eccentricities made them 
reasonably simple marks for our 
old “if you spend it you must 
make it” technique. It turned 
out that they had spent from 1933 
to 1938 $2,721,911 and paid taxes 
on only $1,358,270. In the indict- 
ment Edward was . personally 
charged with spending $1,696,175 
during the six years.
